It was on June l^th, 1813. that the words Doti'l give up 
tl>e ship" were added to th« list of immortal saj-ings, and since 
then the world has been .the richer for the advice of a gallant of- 
ficer and gentleman., who practised what he preached. The words, 
land few braver have come down to us, are attributed to Captain 
iwrence. of the U.S. frigate Chesapeake, who. mortally wound 
ewith his' ship in ruins and his men decimated by H.M.S. Shan 
8 fifel, shouted as he left the deck, "Don't give up the ship: 
^.fight her till ,«;he sinks." 

Fine words for anj' man to take as his motto. Ever^' man has 
çJhls,o>vn path to follow, and many and strange are the paths we 
^Ihumans find. But ho man, whatever his occupation or position, 
|fWno can look back oh life and say "I always fought to the last and 
■ 'Refused to surrender my ship" may be deemed a failure. And there 
Im too many failures by far in the world. There is enough success 
to go round ; .but -:it must.be sought, and this the vast majority of 
men refuse to recognize. 

Men have left coUege before graduating, many because, no 
doubt, the3' lacked the ambition necessary to pursue their studies. 
These ex-students gave up the ship. They had not the will, or per 
iiapB the desire, to finish what they started, and out into the world 
J^they drifted, hopeful of a fresh start. Perhaps they believe that 
/:ithey -will refuse to give up their ships when the big test comes, but 
ithiey ignore the .fact that unless they school mind and body in lit 
tie things, the everyday affairs that seem so trivial, they will not 
LîknoW how to fight, how to "force heart and nerve anâ sinew ; to 
/^•erve your turn long after they,;*ré; gone". ■ • . ^' 



WHY NOT HAVE A LORD RECTOR? 



At a dinner in honour of the championship track team held 
lilast night, the question was propounded 'with the intention of pro* 
;ihoting discussion — yfhy should not the University have a Lord 
Rector? 

McCill is of Scottish descent and has inherited and perpetu- 
)atcd many traditions that have found their source in the Land of 
6.the heather. One of the traditions which have held sway in Scott- 
jish universities for generations, thai of Lord Rectorship, has not 
ibccn perpetuated. But we must admit the duties in connection with 
; such an office are of such minor importance that it cannot but con' 
■aidcrcd regrettable that the tradition has not been upheld. 

In Scotland a Lord Rector is a prominent citizen, generally 
;îa :pblitician of note, elected by certain of the Scottish universities 
ito fill an office hallowed by tradition, full of honours and empty of 
cduttes. He is chosen by the undergraduates of the university, who 
ifight campaigns in behalf of their candidates with great earnest- 
;ness. The choice is generally made with a view to political be- 
Xi»ie, and. recently, the successful aspirants have naturally borne 
.conservative colours. Once selected, the successful candidate holds 
jpffice for three years, ' during which time he makes one speech, 
.«nd one only. This is the whole extent of his duties. Outside the 
i(fct (that he représente tradition, the .Lord Rector
